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S ALLIED FORCES ROLL TO 


Lewis Urges Striking 


Coal Miners To Return

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—(/)— 
John L. Lewis, asking striking 
coal miners to go back to work, 
told them taday he thought the 


War Labor Board would approve 
next week an industry-wide con- 
tract lengthening the working day 
and boosting average earnings 
about $1.75 a day. 

In telegrams sent to local un- 
ions in Alabama and Indiana, the 
United Mine Workers’ president 
declared that this was his “con- 
sidered personal judgment” as to 
the board’s probable action. He 
urged the 25,000 miners idle in 
the two states to go back to work 
on Monday. 

Other principal labor develop- 
ments: 

President Roosevelt established 
a new, three-man emergency 
board to reconsider wage demands 
by 1,100,000 railroad workers— 
the shopmen, maintenance-of-way 
men and other so-called nonoper- 
ating employes. A _ predecessor 
board scaled the employes demand 
for 20 cents an hour increase 
down to 8 cents, but Stabilization 
Director Fred M. Vinson set aside 
the decision on the grounds that 
an 8<cent rise would violate the 
government's wage stabilization 
policies, 

Ship Problems. 

Officials of the Kearny, N. J., 
yard of the Federal Shipbuilding 
& Drydock Co., said 85 steel han- 
diers who have been out since 
Monday had been notified of their 
dismissal. Only six of 33 steel 
handlers due on today reported 
but others of the 17,000 day shift 
were on hand after a series of 
wildcat walkouts earlier in the 
week. 

Many workers still were idle at 
the Cramp Shipbuilding Company 
yards, Philadelphia, where 2,000 
walked out Friday. Management 
representatives said they were un- 
able to say exactly what was the 
situation. Officers of the CIO un- 
ion of Marine and Shipbuilding 
Workers declared there had been 
no strike—that the workers went 
home as usual on a rainy day. 

WLB called on Lewis last night 
to ask the striking coal miners to 
return to work, and followed up 
today by sending orders to the 
miners to “return to work forth- 
with.” 

The union had not authorized 
the strikes which followed the 
government’s return of the mines 
to the owners. Some miners called 
the walkouts a protest against 
working for private owners with- 
out a contract. 

About 22,000 were out in Ala- 
bama, resulting in the closing of 
seven blast and five open hearth 
furnaces, and about 3,500 in In- 
diana. 

Expects Contract. 

In his telegram, Lewis said he 
had definite assurance that the 
board would rule on the “pending 
contract” next week. This is a 
tentative agreement with the Illi- 
nois Coal Operators’ Association 
which calls for revision of the his- 
torical method of figuring the 
miner's time on the basis of time 
actually spent at the coal seam. 

It would make the work day 
for underground men 8 1-2 hours 
including all time required in 
traveling from the portal of the

LONDON, Oct. 16.—(#)—The 
Germans reported through the 
correspondents of neutral Swedish 
and Spanish newspapers today 
that new American “Aerial Drag- 
on” planes were used in Thurs- 
day’s heavy raid on Schweinfurt. 
The planes, the Germans said, 
are escort fortresses, veritable sky 
battleships, which fly in front and 
on the sides of the regular Fort- 
ress formations. 


They carry no bombs but are 
laden with several cannon and 
30 machineguns. Six machineguns 
are operated by one gunner, Ber- 
lin dispatches said. 

The crew was described as con- 
sisting of two pilots, two co-pilots, 
two radiomen, five gunners, two

Take it from the director of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation, J. Edgar Hoover, Nazi Germany can’t get any col- 
laboration from agents in this country—because they’re all 
in jail! The only way they can attempt sabotage in America 
is to send their agents by submarine and thereby hangs a 


remarkable tale. 

The work of the FBI is no se- 
cret. That’s why, through the 
years, it has won and merited the 
extreme confidence of the citi- 
zens. Director Hoover wants the 
public to know what the FBI is 
doing. He appreciates the news- 
papers that give space to the bu- 
reau’s activities. There is, of 
course, a restriction on the things 
they’re doing on a case. It is 
only after the consummation of a 
matter that comes under the bu- 
reau’s jurisdiction that any pub- 
licity is given to it. 

U-Boats Frustrated. 

Going back to the U-boat angle, 
it is a matter of record that Ger-

Struggle to North 


Of Volturno Reaches 
High Point of Fury 


By EDWARD KENNEDY. 

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, ALGIERS, Oct. 16—(AP) 
Allied troops smashing forward all across the Italian front 
have wrested two vital road junctions and 10 other towns 
from the Germans, who were reported officially today to be 
counterattacking savagely and renewing their aerial support 
in a desperate effort to break away from close quarter 


combat. 


The battle north of the Volturno‘¢ 


river reached a new high point of 
fury as the Germans lashed gut 
repeatedly with terrific counter- 
assaults designed to disrupt the 
Allies long enough to permit an 
orderly Nazi withdrawal, but the 
American Fifth Army struck back 
with such speed and power as to 
upset the enemy’s plans. 


Radio France at Algiers said in 
a broadcast that the Germans 
north of the Volturno were in full 
retreat. 


German forces have withdrawn 
to the mountains under the pro- 
tection of artillery fire in order 
to avoid encirclement by heavily 
reinforced Allied formations, the 
broadcast added. 

Roads Destroyed. 

It said that roads, bridges and 
military installations had been de- 
stroyed before the Nazis evacuated 
their lines. 

Both the Fifth Army in the 
west and the British Eighth Army 
in the east threatened to outflank 
the Germans’ Volturno river line 
after hurling the stubbornly re- 
Sisting enemy forces back with 
lightning advances ranging up to 
seven miles. 

In a northward thrust which 
carried them five miles beyond 
the. Calore river, Fifth Army 
forces captured Cerreto, nine miles 
northeast of the point where the 
Calore meets the Volturno, to in- 
crease their threat to the enemy's 
Volturno flank. 

Crashing swiftly through atiff 
opposition, Eighth Army troops 
some 25 miles to the northeast 
pushed ahead six miles to capture 
the important road junctions of 
Campobasso, virtually in the cen- 
ter of the Allied line across the 
peninsula, and Vinchiaturo, six 
miles southwest. 

With the fall of these two points 
the Allies gained control of vital 
inland rail and highway communi- 
cations and were in a position to 
menace the whole flank of the 
German defenders on the Volturno 
line by a penetration deep behind 
that fighting front. 

Fierce Counterattacks. 

Several of the enemys fiercest 
counterattacks were launched in 
the region of Caiazzo, a mile north 
of the Volturno, but the Fifth 
Army finally routed the Germans 
in grim fighting there and now has 
the town firmly in its possession. 

Amorosi, five miles east of Cai- 
azzo on the east bank of the Vol- 
turno, also fell to the Fifth Army 
which gained control of the high 
ground in that important sector. 
The taking of Amorosi enabled 
the Allies to straddle the Volturno 
along two miles of its northward 
bend above its confluence with 
the Calore. 

At several other points the Ger- 
mans lunged out toward the river 
in attempts to reduce the bridge- 
heads through which Lteutenant 
General Mark W. Clark’s Fifth 
Army is bringing more men, guns 
and tanks up to the fighting areas. 

Other Towns Captured. 

Other towns and villages which 
fell before the combined assaults 
of the Fifth and Fighth Armies 
were Castel Campagnano, a mile 
south of Amorisi; Telese, three 
miles east of Amorosi; San Gui- 
liano, three and a half miles 
southeast of Vinchiaturo: Cer- 
cepiccole, four miles. southeast of 
Vinchiaturo; Matrice, four and a 
half miles northeast of Campo- 
basso; Morrone, four miles south- 
west of Cascalenda; and Campo- 
leito, eight miles northeast of 
Campobasso. 

Official reports from Clark’s 
frontline headquarters indicated 
that the Germans were attempt- 
ing to disengage themselves from 
close-quarter combat, particularly 
near the mouth of the Volturno, 
where British troops are now 
strongly entrenched after § their 
amphibious landing. 

In spite of the sharp counterat- 
tacks and renewed aerial resist- 
ance, the Germans so far have 
been unable to succeed in break- 
ing loose because of the contin- 
uous attacks by American and 
British troops.

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Ramirez Fires 
Argentines For 
Democracy Act 


BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 16—(2)— 
President Pedro Ramirez today 
discharged all government em- 
ployes who signed a manifesto 
published yesterday which called 
on the government to return to 
constitutional democracy and to 
fulfill its international obligations 
in the hemisphere solidarity pro 
gram. 

The order, which was directed 
to all government employes 
whether they occupied salaried or 
honorary positions, followed a 
statement by Ramirez in which 
he said the government “won't tol- 
erate any tampering.” The presi- 
dent’s order discharging the gov- 
ernmental employes said the dec- 
larations in the manifesto “were 
incompatible with the honorable 
discharge .of public funmions.” 

A Montevideo dispatch said 
that Ramirez’s cabinet, which was 
reshuffled this week after three 
ministers regarded as pro-demo- 
cratic resigned, was regarded now 
as even more reactionary than its 
predecessor and that it was plain 
the nationalist government plans 
to stay on indefinitely and to har- 
bor no intrusion from outside its 
closed ranks. 

Ramirez View. 

Commenting on  yesterday’s 
manifesto, Ramirez said in part: 

“A group of persons calling 
themselves representatives of a 
thing decrepit and non-existent 
published yesterday in some news- 
papers a manifesto demanding 
fundamental solutions to some 3f 
the national problems. .. . 

“The revolution was conceived 
and achieved by armed forces 
with national moral support and 
will not permit under any cir- 
cumstances a return to the condi- 
tions which existed under the 
former regime as wanted by those 
who led the people and the re 
public to the deplorable position 
well known to all. 

“Meanwhile (the government) 
emphatically calls attention to the 
fact that some of the signers of 
the manifesto addressed to the 
Argentines are foreigners. Some 
of them were born in far-off lands; 
problems of inherent nationality 
must be solved by the master’s 
house instead of by guests, what- 
ever rights they may invoke. 

“Extreme Left.” 

“Many of the signers are, be 
sides, connected with the extreme 
left as proved by their anti-social, 
anti-Argentine backgrounds docu- 
mented by official records prior 
to the revolution. Some of them 
were acclaimed by communistic 
crowds, 

“The government is animated by 
ample republican feeling as dem- 
onstrated justly by the publica 
tion of the manifesto, but it won't 
tolerate any tampering, even less 
will it accept impositions or po 
lemics incompatible to the sover- 
eignty of its representation. . . .” 

The manifesto was signed by 
153 prominent leaders in the busi- 
ness, industrial, professional and 
agricultural life of Argentina. The 
number of persons holding gov- 
ernment positions who signed it 
was not immediately known.

A new demand for single super- 
vision over food—everything from 
farm machinery to rationing—de- 
veloped in congress today as an 
offshoot of the quarrel over use 
of consumer subsidies to roll 
back prices. 

Representative Jenkins, Repub- 
lican, Ohio, chairman of a Repub-

“If you segregated food and set 
up a separate administration, you 
would have to do likewise for 
other things, with the result that 
you would get a clothing admin- 
istrator, an amusement admin- 
istrator, a utility administrator 
and so forth,” Monroney said. 

Chief hope of those advocat- 
ing the single food administrator 
appears to rest in the argument 
that the stiff subsidy ban, writ- 
ten this week into the CCC bill, 
would give farmers no assurance 
that price ceilings will be lifted 
by OPA if the measure passes. 

Jenkins argued that a single ad- 
ministrator, with all the elements 
under his control, could stimu- 
late production by fixing prices 
at levels high enough to meet 
costs and assure a reasonable 
profit, and thus eliminate the 
need for subsidies,

Guenther Rumrich, Spy, 


Is Seized in California 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 16.—(4) 
The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion announced today the capture 
of Guenther Maria Rumrich, once 
convicted as a prewar German 
spy, at Richmond, Cal. 

Rumrich is under indictment at 
Seattle on charges of furnishing 
false information in applying for 
a coast guard pass and violating 
the national stolen propery act by 
passing four worthless checks 
totaling $110. 

His conviction as a spy was on 

December 2, 1938, when he was 
sentenced to a two-year prison 
— for espionage in New York 
city. : 
The bureau did not disclose de- 
tails of Rumrich’s capture beyond 
the fact that he was at Richmond 
and that he was not working at 
any of the shipyards there.

Despite extensive operations in 
tropical areas, and the greater in- 
cidence of malaria and other tropi- 
cal ailments virtually unknown to 
U. S. troops in the last war, the 
Army reported today less than 
three per cent of its total person- 
nel has been “non-effective” by 
reason of illness at any one time. 
The “non-effective” rate is exclu- 
sive of battle injuries. 

The Navy reported an overall 
“non-effective” rate of less than 
two per cent, also a record low 


figure. 

Meningitis deaths averaged 30 to 
40 per cent of those afflicted in 
the World War. Treatment with 
sulfonamides has reduced the 
death rate to three per cent, and 
epidemic outbreaks are quickly 
controlled by preventive dosages 
of sulfa drugs.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 16—(AP)—Ten persons, in- 
cluding six passengers and four crew members, died last 
night in the crash of an American Air Lines plane into a 
thickly wooded ravine about 47 miles southwest of Nashville. 


Among the victims, all killed 
when the ship nosed straight down 
into the ground, were Blan R., 
Maxwell, 44, lieutenant gover-

The plane did not burn and this 
afternoon all bodies were removed 
to Nashville.

“The real struggle for the Army 
is just beginning,” declared Rep- 
resentative Cannon. “If the Army 
and Navy say they need more 
funds, we’re going to risk furnish- 
ing too much rather than too little 
too late.” 


He cautioned the committee 
against counting on any sharp re- 
duction in military expenditure, 
and said non-essential spending 
already has been cut to the bone— 
a reply to Republican demands 
that the government can cut bil- 
lions of dollars from its present 
cost. 

Cannon agreed with the admin- 
istration assertion that more tax 
income is vital. He did not, how- 
ever, put his own approval on 
the Treasury’s program to bring 
in $10,500,000,000 in new revenue 
largely through much higher in- 
come, corporation and excise 


taxes. 
No Comfort 

Neither did his testimony pro- 
vide any comfort for sales tax 
advocates who have asked the 
ways and means committee to 
vote a 10 per cent—or at least 5 
per cent—levy on all spending as 
a means of getting in some of the 
money the Treasury says it needs. 

“What are your views on a 
federal sales tax?” asked Repre- 
sentative Robertson, Democrat, 
Virginia, an advocate of the pro- 
posal. 

“Unquestionably the mass of the 
people are opposed,” replied Can- 
non. “It is unscientific and inad- 
visable under any circumstances. 


It is not a tax in proportion to 
| the ability to pay.” 

Another member of the appro- 
| priations committee, Representa- 


tive Dirksen, Republican, Illinois, 
| told ways and means group he 


would “find it difficult to recon- 
_cile myself to a sales tax.” 
| War Not Over. 
| Explaining why more tax money 

will be needed, Cannon declared: 

“The war isn’t won. The lives 
of many Americans and the early 
conclusion of the war depend on 
the adequate provision of funds 
to fight. I can’t say how much 
economy is possible because not 
even the fighting forces know 
what they’ll need.” 

Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 
North Carolina, of the ways and 
means committee, discussing 
spending by the government, said 
letters and telegrams from tax- 
payers are pouring in with com- 
plaints of money wasting in Wash- 
ington. 
| “These are from the people who 
| pay the taxes,” he said. “They’re 
'willing to pay, but they protest 
against such large amounts when 
they think the money is being 
wasted.” 

Cannon replied that 100,000 job- 
holders already have been lopped 
off federal, payrolls, “and we ex- 
pect to reduce drastically from 
now on—reduce to the irreducible 
minimum,”

American daylight bombers drop- 
ping at one blow as much high 
explosive as could be shot by a 
battery of 12,000 10-inch guns. 

“You've got to tear down the 
wall to get at the apple,” Gen- 
eral Anderson explained in dis- 
cussing the air campaign against 
Germany. “Our aim is to get the 
German air force out of the way 
first.” 

The air war on Germany also 
has resulted in forcing the Ger- 
mans, even during the Italian 
landing and the recent big Rus- 
sian advances, to withdraw planes 
from those fronts to meet air at- 
tacks in the west, General Ander- 
son said.

Service Mail 
Sets Record— 
Civilians Next 


With the passing of the Octo- 
ber 15 deadline for Christmas 
mail for soldiers in the overseas 
services, the Atlanta  postoffice 
has just finished handling the 
largest volume of mail in its his- 
tory. 

“It was much larger than we 

anticipated,” said Lon Living- 
ston, postmaster, “and I’m glad 
to announce that it’s all cleared 
out and on its way.” 
This “deadline was for Christ- 
mas mail that persons on their 
own: volition. could send to sol- 
dierg now stationed overseas. 
From now. on, said Livingston, 
the only way to mail a Christ- 
'mas present to a soldier overseas 
is for the soldier himself to write 
a letter to a friend or a relative 
requesting such a present. 

The person receiving the letter 
could then present it to the post- 
master and he would accept the 
package for delivery. In this 
case, as previously, the package 
cannot be more than 36 inches in 
length and girth combined nor 
weigh more than five pounds. 

Now that the bulk of the sol- 
diers’ mail is out of the way, the 
postmaster requested that civil- 
ians begin to mail their own 
Christmas presents. He said on 
account of the lack of transpor- 
tation facilities this year, Christ- 
mas mail for persons in the Unit- 
ed States should begin to reach 
the postoffices not later than De- 
cember 1. . 


Chinese Driven Back 


In Burma Road Drive 


CHUNGKING, Oct. 16.—(4)— 
The Chinese continued to give 
ground today in severe fighting 
with a force of about 10,000 Japa- 
nese who are pressing a two-col- 
umn offensive along the Burma 
gateway into southwestern China, 
a Chinese communique said to- 
night. 

Announcing for the first time 
the start .of an offensive early 
in October to forestall a “Chinese 
drive to recapture Burma,” a Jap- 
anese imperial headquarters com- 
munique broadcast from Berlin 
said Japanese were progressing 
from Tengyueh in Yunnan and 
Myitkyina in northern Burma. 

A Tokyo broadcast by Domel 
news agency said Japanese com- 
manders were “stealing a march” 
on ten Chinese divisions of the 
fifth, ninth and eleventh army 
groups which had been equipped 
with American weapons and pro- 
vided with American officers for 
a projected offensive. 

In the Kiangsu-Chekiang-Anh- 
wei border area of eastern China 
the Chinese pressed their attack 
in the suburbs of Siaofeng, 35 
miles northwest of Hangchow, kill- 
ing and wounding a large number 
of Japanese, and developing their 
operations against Kwangteh and 
Hsuancheng, in the neighboring 


area of southern Anhwei.

Lewis’ complete telegram to lo- 
cal unions affiliated with the 
United Mine Workers of America 
in Alabama District 20 and In- 
diana District 11 follows: 

“Yesterday Secretary Thomas 
Kennedy, of the UMW, and I con- 
ferred with seven members of the 
National War Labor Board. We 
answered all of their questions 
and they assured us they would 
definitely pass on the question of 
our contract next week. 

“It is also my considered per- 
sonal judgment that for reasons of 
logic, the board cannot escape ap- 
proving the pending contract and 
making it applicable throughout 
the industry. 

“IT know how discouraged and 
embittered&you are because of the 
shabby treatment you are receiv- 
ing. 

“You are denied a wage that 
will provide adequate food for 
your families, while the coal op- 
erators are making the greatest 
profits in history.

G. O. P. Shows 


By GEORGE GALLUP, 


Director, American institute of 
Public Opinion. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 16.— 
Probably the truest indication of 
how the political tides are running 
today is to be found by measuring 
the relative strength of the two 
parties, leaving aside the question 
of candidates. 

Institute tests have just been 
completed in which a total of 
16,250 voters, representing a true 
cross-section of every state and 
section of the country, were in- 
terviewed on the question: 

“Leaving the question of can- 
didates aside, if the Presidential 
election were being held -today, 
which party would you vote for— 
the Democratic or the Republi- 
can?” 

The vote comes out as follows: 


Democratic 54% 
Republican 46 

The Democratic figure of 54 per 
cent does not represent as com- 
manding a lead as might at first 
glance appear to be the case. Po- 
litical history shows that, in order 
to win a Presidential election, the 
Democratic party actually needs 
@ minimum of about 52 per cent 
of the major party vote. That 
is because of the overwhelming 
popular majorities cast in the 
south for the Democratic candi- 
date—majorities which do not 
swell the electoral vote total pro- 
portianately. 

Two-point Margin. 

A Democratic lead of 54 per 
cent for the whole country there- 
fore represents only about a two- 
point margin of safety. This is 
.so slight that any number of fac- 
tors could upset it, as for ex- 
ample, a low turnout at the polls. 
Moreover, the slim Democratic 
lead may be affected by the 
course of events in the war. 

An examination of _ sectional 
figures shows a nip ‘and tuck fight 
looming in ,every section of the 
country except the solid south. 

The Democratic margin is s0 
slim in at least three sections— 
New England, Middle Atlantic and 
the Pacific Coast—that a shift of 
m few hundred thousand voters 
could easily throw those sections 
into the Republican column.

south, where the gain means 
nothing in terms of added elec- 
toral votes.

Turnout Big Factor. 


The party percentages given 
above are based on an estimated 
turnout of 40,000,000 voters in the 
1944 presidential election, or 10,- 
000,000 fewer than were cast in 
the 1940 election. 

The fortunes of both parties 
will be deeply affected by the 
turnout. In general, the more votes 
that are cast, the more the Demo- 
crats stand to gain. To the extent 
that the Democrats can push the 
turnout above the 40,000,000 
mark, they will stand to gain in 
their percentage of the total vote 
cast. 

On the other hand, if the turn- 
out falls below 40,000,000, the Re- 
publicans will do better ‘than in- 
dicated.

Highway Department 
Deficit Cut in Half 


The State Highway Department’s deficit has been cut in 
half, and should contracts now suspended be canceled and 
their liabilty removed, the road department would have a 
surplus, State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. said. 


The deficit was reduced from 
$7,502,324 on June 30, 1942, to 
$3,954,929 at the close of the fiscal 
year June 30, 1943, the audit is- 
sued yesterday showed. The de- 
ficit in 1941 amounted to $13,- 
914,475. 

Should the suspended contracts, 
aggregating $4,815,479, in which 
the federal government partici- 
pates in the amount of $790,634, 
be canceled and liability removed, 
the State Highway Department 
would have a surplus of $69,914 in- 
stead of a deficit, the auditor 
pointed out. 

Costing more than during the 
preceding fiscal year, the highway 
department spent a large per cent 
of its revenue in liquidating old 
- debts, the report said. 

Operation costs during the year 
totalled $23,153,724. This was $3,- 
245,403 more than the $19,908,320 
spent during the previous year. 

For Indebtedness. 


Of the $23,153,724 spent for op- 
erations, $4,315,094 or 18.63 per 
cent, went for the payment of cer- 
tificates of indebtedness issued to 
miscellaneous creditors in the pre- 
ceding fiscal period. This was $2,- 
818,755 more than the $1,496,338 
spent for this purpose in the pre- 
ceding year. The department used 
$2,666,790 or 11.52 per cent of its 
income to retire highway refund- 
ing certificates. 

The highest expenditure went 
for construction. The department 
spent $13,650,213, or 58.96 per 
cent, to build roads and bridges. 
It spent $1,901,634, or 8.21 per cent, 
for maintenance of roads and 
bridges; $510,397, or 2.20 per cent, 
for administration, and $109,593, 
or 0.48 per cent, for surveys. 

The department, under the di- 
rectorship of Ryburn Clay, closed 
the year with a cash balance on 
hand of $6,258,859. Of this amount, 
$2,666,790 is to be used to retire

Infantry Officer From Atlanta 
Led Active Life in South Pacific

Ten minutes after Lieutenant 
Manuel N. Cooper landed on 
Guadalcanal 11 months ago, he 
ran right into five rounds of Jap 
artillery. 

“I was in an Army jeep right 


'up on the front lines when the 


Japs attacked,” the lieutenant 
said. “It was my first taste of 
battle and very exciting. A Jap 
shell landed 10 feet from the jeep, 
but the only scratch I got was 
when I jumped out and landed on 
my elbow.” 

The Atlanta Infantry officer 


left the states 17 months ago and 


spent six months in Hawaii be- 
fore he was sent to the South Pa- 
cific. Since then, he has seen 
Guadalcanal, New Zealand, New 


|Georgia and other Pacific bases. 


When he returned to the states 
in September, he first learned 
that he had been awarded the Le- 
gion of Merit for a mission car- 
ried out last February. 

“A patrol of 10 soldiers and 10 
natives—two of them were Fiji 
islanders—pushed through Guad- 
alcanal from the north to the 
south shore to map a trail through 
the jungles and mountains. The 
whole island is just one big jun- 
gle, except for these 8,000 feet 
mountains in the middle of it.” 

Native Family. 

“When we got into the moun- 

tains, we ran across a native fam- 


ily. The head man was out look-* 


ing for Japs, one of his three 
wives told us, but we waited for 
him and he led us right on 
through the area. Believe me, we 
couldn’t have gotten anywhere if 
it hadn’t been for those natives. 
They are very good in the brush. 
Of course, I used my compass a 
lot when they went a little off the

“The fellow had a shock of 
blond hair, and the Jap gave him 
fits early in the morning-e He 
wasn’t bothered much during the 
day, just in the mornings.

Jap air raids don’t worry the 
fellows on the island much, Coop- 
er said. “There’s nothing to wor- 
ry about if you get into a fox hole. 
All the time I was there, we never 
had a raid without ample warn- 
ing.” 

The morale of the soldiers is 
very good in the Pacific area and 
letters are the biggest morale 
booster. The men just want to 
get the whole business over with 
and come home, according to the 
Atlantan. 

“When you’re sitting on a small 
island, the Navy and the Air 
Force are your best friends,” he 
smiled. “They keep the Japs 
away. The Marines over there 
are good fighters, although most 
of them are young.” ,

It was estimated that 50 
subs were in that pack. Well, the 
upshot of it was that out of 48 
ships only 18 got back safely to 

ort. 
“During that fight, Winston 
Churchill passed us en route to 
Washington. He sent us a radio- 
gram congratulating us on our 
It was read to all the 
ships nine days before we reach- 
ed port. It made us all the more 
determined to lick them, I know 
we got five of them for certain. 
How many more is guesswork. 
But that was certainly a fight. I’ll 
always remember it.”

Though Gwinnett was one of 
the three Georgians to sign the 
Declaration of Independence, and 
was a governor of Georgia in the 
days when that office carried the 
title of “president,” little was 
known of his life and his services 
to tne state until 1926. In that 
year Charles F. Jenkins, wealthy 
Philadelphian, interested in Gwin- 
nett through searching for his sig- 
nature, wrote a biography of the 
famous Georgian, much of his 
book being based on the research 
of William S. Irvine, of Atlanta. 

Highlights in the career of 
Gwinnett were his arrival in Co- 


lonial Georgia in the early 1760's, | 


where he set up as an importer 
on Broad street, Savannah. He 
later bought St. Catherine's Is- 
land, and many of the great oaks 
from that island he imported to 
England for hewing into the tim- 
bers of British men-of-war., 

English to the core, nephew and 
brother of British officers, Gwin- 
nett at first took little interest in 
the growing murmurings of the 
Colonies against the Crown, and 
in fact was something of an ap- 
peaser. He changed his political 
point of view, though, under the 
urging of his good friend Lyman 
Hall, and became, according to 
Hall, “a whig to excess.” 


Change of Loyalty. 


With this change of loyalty his 
rise in Colonial councils 


the Revolution in Georgia, was 
named a delegate to the Conti- 
nental Congress, signed the Dec- 
laration of Independence, and was 
a member of the committee which 
drew up the Articles of Confed- 
eration. + 

He was, in a sense, “Father of 
the American Navy,” for the oaks 
of his coastal plantation, through 
his insistence, made up the men- 
of-war Constitution, Constella- 
tion and Congress, the first fight- 
ing ships of the U. S. A. 

He wrote the first constitution 
of the state of Georgia, and in so 
doing became the first Georgian 
to visualize and set up by law a 
system of county schools. 

He was named provisional gov- 
ernor of Georgia in March of 
1777, and the following month 
died of wounds suffered in a duel 
with Colonel Lachlan McIntosh, 
fellow patriot but bitter political 
enemy. 

After that, until 
darkness shrouded the name of 
Button Gwinnett. Every record 
of his public deeds, historians be- 
lieve, were destroyed by his po- 
litical enemies. Even his grave is 
unmarked today, legend haviny it 
that the slab which covered him 
was removed and served for.a 
time as part of the bar in a Sa- 
vannah grog-shop.

Pekoe Largely

WITH THE BRITISH EIGHTH 
ARMY IN ITALY—(By Cable)— 
(Delayed)—Many Italian roads 
are rough and treacherous and 
now and then your truck or jeep 
or car has a puncture. Immedi- 
ately this happens two British sol- 
diers go to work changing tires 
and two others begin to “brew 
up,” which means, fundamentally, 
to make tea, and is second only 
to fighting the enemy as the basic 
occupation of the British armies 
abroad. 

For the average British soldier, 
in fact, one pastime would be un- 
thinkable without the other. The 
Eighth Army’s progress is fueled 
by tea and petrol, and it some- 
times seems to your correspond- 
ent that the soldier burns up as 
much pekoe to the mile as his 
vehicle does gasoline. 

Corporal Bill Hawes, of Cam- 
bridgeshire, and Private Jock 
Manson, of Scotland, were reflect- 
ing philosophically on the subject 
just this meomeres | 

Two Addicts Talk. 

“How often do you find you 
want your tea very badly, Jock?” 
asked Corporal Hawes. 

“Every three hours,” said Pri- 
vate Manson. 

“After three hours you want it 
desperate,” said Corporal Hawes. 
“But don’t you find you want it 
pretty badly every two hours?” 

“Yes,” said Private Manson, aft- 
er a moment’s thought. “You are 
right.” 

It seems unnecessary to state 
that Manson and Hawes were 
drinking tea during the course of 
this dialogue, 

At hotels and villas where serv- 
ice is available, British officers 
take a cup of tea in bed about 
dawn. In the field and on the 
road all officers and ranks have 
their first mug the minute they 
are out of their shelter halves. 
There is mid-morning tea, lunch- 
eon tea, “tea in the early after- 
noon, tea at tea time, tea at sup- 
per, and then maybe a late “brew 
up” before dark. 


Punctures Help. 

This is not counting the casual 
or fortuitous “brew ups” during 
the day, such as when you have 
a puncture or get held up in traf- 
fic before a detour around a de- 
molished bridge. 

I don’t believe British drivers 
acquire punctures deliberately but 
there is nonetheless an air of 
concealed satisfaction. when the 
tire blows and the mugs and the 
billy, or tea, can emerge from 
hiding. 

Sometimes the boys use ordi- 
nary canned or boxed tea and 
sometimes “compo” tea, which is 
a field ration pre-fortified with 
milk and sugar. They gather 
twigs and kindling wood from the 
surrounding country, build a neat 
fire under the billy, time the 
process expertly. according to 
varying conditions and then fill 
up their mugs, or “dixies” (mess 
kits) and get down to the serious 
work of refueling their systems. 

Efficient Fuel. 
Judging by results, it appears 


indeed. 

“Have you ever written about 
the role tea plays in the British 
war effort?” a British officer 
asked me the other day. 

That role is obvious and over- 
whelming, but a point of further 
significance seems to be that the 
habit is catching. Gurkhas do it, 
Senegalese do it, and even Ital- 
ians and Americans do it when 
they become exposed. 

It may be necessary for Ameri- 
cans who have traveled with the 
British forces to go to some sani- 
tarium in the desert and take the 
tea cure after the war.

NAZIS PROVED ‘LOVE of ART’, 
STOLE GREAT ART TREASURES 


NEW YORK. 


HE world’s) most fabulous 
T treasure hunt, with millions 

of dollars worth of art ob- 
appropriated by the Nazi 
from their conquered victims 
as the “prize,” will have to be 
launched when the reconstruc- 
tion of Europe begins. 

To find and restore to their 
rightful oWners all this stolen 
property will be a monumental 
job, along with the primary 
tasks of providing food, shelter 
and clothing. 

One of the most systematic 
and thorough activities of the 
German occupation program has 
been the looting. of world-fa- 
mous collections of paintings, 
sculpture, tapestries, etc. 

Sometimes the entire contents 
of houses of prominent citi- 
zens of France, Belgium, Hol- 
land, Norway, Czechoslovakia 
and Austria were removed and 
sold at public action. Some- 
times the lot was transported to 
Germany. Sometimes mock pur- 
chases of special treasures were 
made while the remainder was 
scattered at auction. 

The Nazis had three main mo- 
tives in appropriating works of 
art from occupied countries: 
(1) To-swell the art collections 
in German museums, (2) To 
feed the greed and vanity of 
Navi leaders and (3) to sell in 
neutral countries and thus in- 
crease their foreign buying 
power.

His museums and private col- 
lection have been swiftly ex- 
panded during the war years.

exchange as gold. Many mag- 
nificent art treasures, stolen or 
“bought” by high Nazi officials, 
have undoubtedly been secreted 
outside Germany as a bulwark 
agains future disaster. 
Obviously, it will be very dif- 
ficult to recover more than a 
small per cent of the art treas- 
ures and family heirlooms which 
the Germans have _— spread 
throughout their  loot-glutted 
country and cached in neutral 
territory. 
Already 
this gigantic 


the machinery for 
undertaking has 
been set in motion. A commis- 
sion to study the means of 
tracing and returning great art 
works has been appointed by 
the United States government, 
under the chairmanship. of 
Justice Owen J. Roberts. 

The Federal Reserve has ask- 
ed all persons in the’ United 
States who have possessions out- 
side this country to prepare and 
file a list of such _ property. 
These records will aid in the 
“Treasure Hunt.” 

The Rothschild family, whose 
members for generations have 
been noted as great patrons of 
art and collectors of world re- 
nown, were among the first to 
feel the steel fingers of Nazi 
greed. 

Within a few days after the 
Germans marched down the 
Champs Elysses, great vans 
were backed up in front of the 
Rothschild Paris residences on 
the Avenue Marigny and Fau- 
bourg St. Honore while Ger- 
man workmen stripped them 
bare of furniture, priceless 
paintings, linen, china and 
porcelain. 

They took some of Rubens’ 
greatest masterpieces, a portrait 


They designated him as their 
representative in art matters, 
with full authority to “act” for 
them. This meant, of course, 
that if he saw anything. which 
he thought would flatter their 
tastes, he could he!p himself as 
officially as he did to works 
which represented value to the 
Reich, 

With typical German regard 
for rep tape, their seizure and 
dispersal of French, Polish, 
Dutch, Belgium, Norwegian and 
Greek art works have been 
cloaked in a show of legality by 
an elaborate system of “pur- 
chases” at prices arbitrarily set 
by so-called experts sent from 
Germany, or by the collabora- 
tionist governments. 

These agents went every: 
where, to chateux where collec- 
tions from the Louvre and other 
museums had been transported 
for safekeeping, into bank 
vaults, dealers’ galleries and 
private homes. After selecting 
what they wanted, they wrote 
out a check for the amount 
(usually nominal) they “ap- 
praised” as the value, and de- 
parted with the objects. There 
was no recourse but to accept 
the worthless paper. 

It is now common knowledge 
that Goering, whose interest in 
art runs as a rule to the most 
flamboyant of nudes, had a sur- 
prising change of taste when he 
helped himself recently to one 
of the greatest and rarest re- 
ligious paintings in the world, 
“Adoration of the Lamb,” the 
polyptych by Hubert and Jan 
Van Eyck, painted for the Ca- 
thedral at Ghent, Belgium, and 
which was in safe keeping in 
the chateu De Pau. 

The monumental task of 
tracing rightful ownership of 
art works after the war appears 
almost insurmountable unless a

INEW BOOK NEWS 


BOOK is. published this 
A week which promises to be 

the outstanding  autob- 
ography of thevfall. It is “Con- 
necticut Yankee” (Yale) by Wil- 
bur Cross. 

First of all, Mr. Cross is a 
very distinguished and colorful 
individual. Simply by being 
himself and by writing about 
himself, he commands attention. 
Secondly, his contributions to 
teaching, scholarship, academic 
administration, journalism, and 
politics have been of a high 
order. And, third, he has known 
many of the men and women 
of light and learning of our 
times, and provides interesting 
intimate glimpses of them as 
they have crossed his path dur- 
ing the years. All of this adds 
up to an unusually absorbing 
and stimulating personal narra- 
tive. 

Mr. Cross* distinctions are 
multitudinous and varied. As a 
teacher of English at his alma 
mater, Yale, he, along with Wil- 
liam. Lyon Phelps, pioneered in 
the teaching of fiction. His ‘‘De- 
velopment of the English Novel” 
and similar books have been 
widely read and studied. As a 
scholar, he is a recognized au- 
thority on Laurence Sterne and 
Henry Fielding, about both of 
whom he has written books. As 
a college administrator, he was 
dean of the Yale Graduate 
School from 1916 to 1930. As a 
journalist, he was the founder 
of the modern Yale Review, 
which he edited from 1911 to 
1940. (When Dr. Arthur T. Had- 
ley retired as president of Yale 
in 1921, he said: “I believe that 
when the history of Yale during 
the twentieth century comes to 
be written, the establishment of 
the Yale Review will be regard- 
ed as one of the two or three 
outstanding vents of my admin- 
istration.”’) And in the realm of 
politics, he served four times as 
governor of Connecticut. 


last item bears special 
mention. ‘To be governor of any 
state is, of course, a-distinction. 
But to be four times governor— 
and Democratic governor. in 
Connecticut at that—is a per 
sonal tribute, indeed. And when 
any state chooses as its leader 
the dean of a graduate school 
that, in itself, is a compliment 
both to the man and to the state 
and its voters. 

Altogether, then, here is an 
amazing man and an equally fas- 
cinating memoir. In the _ lan- 
guage of Henry Seidel Canby, 
a former student of Mr. -Cross’s, 
who became well. known as 
editor of the Saturday Review 
of Literature, “Governor Cross 
is the outstanding example... 
of what is best in Connecticut. 
He has in an extraordinary de- 
gree that blend of shrewdness 
and idealism which accounts for 
the extraordinary achievements 
of the Yankee kind. He has its 
self-imposed limitations. He has 
its calculated obstinacy in a 
good cause, and its unexpected 
blaze of courageous anger when 
the time comes to champion the 
tough and unpopular and mis- 
understood issue, and make it 
win. AS an educator and man- 
of-letters, he is also the best of 
Connecticut. Small things, like 
the Yale Graduate School and 
The Yale Review as they were 
then, he took and made them 
big. He chose to write of the 
novel when the pundits were 
still sneering at it, and showed 
its importance as the new litera- 
ture which was making our age 
articulate. He has the humor 
of Connecticut, dry like a hick- 
ory nut, with a racy kernel. 
Many a politician has cracked 
his teeth on the nut of the gov- 
ernor’s humor. ... He is a Con- 
necticut oak—a fine tree. The 
sequoia is taller but not better 
for the uses of man.’

as quickly she turned like a cat and pinned him. 

And so a wrestling career began. She trained hard and today 
has a remarkable physique. The belt she wears as welterweight 
champion is 24-carat gold, with a great diamond, rubies and 
sapphires inlaid. It is a very expensive belt. 

Mildred Burke frequently has gone to towns and challenged 
any male her weight, through ads in the paper. And she has 
never lost one of these matches. 

Remarkable thing is that she does not have the coarse 
appearance one might associate with such a profession. She 

is well-traveled and well-read. She has built a home for her 

mother on the Pacific®coast, near Los Angeles. 

“I know one day I’ll be too old to keep on with this game,” 
she pointed out. I watched her in the ring against Mae Weston. 
She was really agile and powerful. She has arms and shoulders 
that would put the majority of men to shame. There are no marks 
on her face and she has a splendid, clear complexion. She is, in 
short, a champion. 

An odd field for a woman to choose, of course, but Mildred 
Burke has had a decent and profitable career in wrestling. 


. Lucius (Luke) Appling jumped from the Ogle- 
Luke 8 Year thorpe campus as a sophomore to the Atlanta 
Crackers and, after one season of play, the Crackers sold him to 
the Chicago White Sox for $25,000. 

When Luke won the American League batting champion- 
ship in 1936, Oglethorpe University, his alma mammy, hon- 
ored him with a trophy designating him as “the south’s 
best ball player since Ty Cobb.” Luke also received a $500 
check that year from the American League in recognition 
of his achievement. 

Appling regained the title, after a six-year lapse, in the season 
recently closed. He batted only .328, but it was good enough. 
Once, in 1908, to be exact, that renowned Georgian, Ty Cobb, 
won an American League batting championship with a mark of 
324. Only one other ever finished lower to win an American 
League batting crown. Elmer Flick, of Cleveland, finished first 
with .306 in 1906. 

His fourteenth season with the White Sox, only big league 
club with whom he has played, was lucky for Luke, who was 
christened Lucius Benjamin. He had a fine year. For his entire 
career he has done very well, having a lifetime batting average 
of .312 and a fielding average of .947. He has been one of base- 
ball’s most dependable shortstops. His lifetime record, with ex- 
planation, follows: 


Breaking into organized ball with Atlanta in 1930, Luke 
advanced late that year to the White Sox, with whom he has 
since remained, the past season being his fourteenth with 
Chicago. During ten of his campaigns with the Sox, Luke 
has batted .300 or better, his high mark being reached in 
1936, with an average of .388. Following is his year-by-year 
record from the Baseball Register, a Spink publication:

Late Dove Season 
Extended 12 Days 


The season for hunting doves 
in Georgia has been extended 
from 30 to 42 days and the dates 
have been changed from Novem- 
ber 20-December 19 to December 
l-January 11, according to the 
State Game and Fish Commis- 
sion. 

The VU. S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service made the change after a 
conference between officials of 
several southern states and the 
Wildlife Service. 

It was a direct result of an 
appeal made by the Georgia com- 
mission, which argued that a 
longer season would not result in 
excessive kills in view of the 
shell shortage and increase in 
doves. Other states backed Geor- 
gia’s claim and the decision was 
approved last week by the De- 
partment of Interior, authority 
for all migratory birds.

This is to be a saga of a dad’s 
dream for his boy, and to all Tech 
men everywhere it will have a 
profound meaning. 


Cracker has been only twice to 
Atlanta.

Cracker didn’t sleep a wink all 
night. It was to be his first Tech 
game. He was wide-eyed at the 
propect. The Barrons were met 
by Brother Red—David Irenus— 
and had breakfast in Atlanta, 
They spent about four hours here 
and then proceeded to Athens. 

Cracker, still without sleep, was 
on edge for the kickoff.

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Juvenile Delinquency 
In releasing a full and frank survey of the 
nation’s juvenile delinquency problems, the Of- 
fice of War Information states that an aca- 
demic field day usually results from any dis- 
cussion but nevertheless lets us have it. 


The problem is alarming. Here in Atlanta, 
with more and more workers coming in and 
housing conditions becoming more acute, we 
know it. Savannah, Brunswick and Augusta 
have already known it. Macon is alarmed and 
asking for a new home. Atlanta’s P.-T. A. is 
most concerned with the local problem. 

The FBI, joining with the Children’s Bu- 
reau and the OWI, points out: 


“The basic causes of juvenile delinquency 
can be found in unsatisfactory home conditions 
where divorce, poverty, ignorant parents, and 
similar factors militate against the children 
getting a firm start in life. 


“They can be found in the failure of parents 
to exact self-discipline in their children and 
to imbue them with a sense of moral values. 


“They can be found in the lack of proper 
supervision of young people who, seeking ex- 
citement, turn to places and persons morally 
degrading for lack of better alternatives. 

“Among the conditions today aggravating 
these basic causes are war, reduction in funds 
and personnel for children’s preventive and 
protective services, and lack of community or- 
ganization and co-operation. 

“Crowded schools are also contributory fac- 
tors in today’s juvenile restlessness.” 

Miss Katherine Lenroot, the very able head 
~ of the too-little-appreciated Children’s Bu- 
reau, sums up as follows: 

“War strains upon family life, such as with- 
drawal of the father for military service, em- 
ployment of the mother outside the home, up- 
rooting of families from the communities 
which have been home to them, overcrowded 
houses, night shifts of adult members, inter- 
fere with the ability of families to meet the 
needs of their children. 

“Half-day sessions in schools, draining off 
of teachers for war production, undesirable 
forms of employment, depletion of resources 
for community recreation or failure to develop 
such resources in new communities mean a 
lessening of social resources just at the time 
when they should be greatly expanded to com- 
pensate for deficiencies in home life.” 

Some authorities maintain that the primary 
cause of today’s rise in juvenile delinquency 
is what they term “shortsighted economy” in 
cutting budgets for preventive services for po- 
tentially delinquent children and corrective 
services for real delinquents. 

It is estimated that of the 100,000 social 
service positions in the United States, more 
than 40,000 are vacant. 

It is apparent that sermons from pulpits, 
editorials in newspapers, resolutions and view- 
ing with alarm, and harrangues from other 
sources, are not the answer. They help merely 
to arouse emotions. They are worth while only 
if the emotions lead to planning. 

Hartford, Conn., has set an example. 

Atlanta and other southern cities where 
juveline delinquency is a problem, usually a 
growing one, might consider what Hartford 
did and work out a plan to fit their own needs 
rather than deploring. 

When juvenile-delinquency rates began to 
rise, a study was made under the auspices 
of the Hartford Council of Social Agencies 
financed by a grant from the Hartford Fund 
for Public Giving. 

On the basis of the study the city: 

“Created a health, welfare, and recreation 
committee in its war council. 

“Established a juvenile division in its po- 
lice department. 

“Increased the number and expanded the 
services of policewomen. 

“Inaugurated a system of ‘settlement ex- 
tension workers.’ 

“Renewed its drive for day care for children. 

“Obtained the services of Miss Clara Dean 
Marshall, a social worker of reputation. One 
of her first achievements was to get city funds 
for the parks restored to the budget. Another 
was to obtain the volunteer services of many 
Hartiord women for work with adolescents. 


| sified farm program. 


Miss Marshall gives much credit for her success 
to the co-operation of the police department. 


“Too often, the police look with suspicion 
on the social worker and the social worker 
looks with suspicion on the policeman. In 
Hartford, there is honest, mutual understand- 
ing of one another’s ability and respensibility. 


“Already there is a decrease in the number 
of juvenile-delinquency cases reported by the 
police and-in the number of complaints turned 
in by the public. The improvement has been 
praised by military officers at near-by camps 
and by local ministers. 

“Hartford’s. formula is threefold: Inter- 
sify normal efforts; find cases sooner; diag- 
nose cases better.” 

Atlanta, Macon, Savannah, Augusta and 
other cities must consider that, after all, a 
plan is worth while and that police and reso- 


lutions are not enough. 


Senator Russell 
Senator Richard B. Russell emerges from 
the controversy following the return of the 
five-man senatorial tour to the war fronts, as 
the one member who talked sound sense. 


For that reason we trust that Senator Rus- 
sell will not allow the enemies of the adminis- 
tration to'take advantage of any pique he may 
feel over criticism of some features of the 
reports made, especially those by Senators 
Lodge and Brewster, which were blown sky 
high, to urge him into any floor action which 
would detract from the sound position he 
enjoys. 

The senators found a few faults in lend- 
lease arrangements, but if the faults reported 
are the total of those found, then the fewness 
of them testify eloquently to the excellent job 
done by the administration of which the sen- 
ator is a part. 


One thing all senators agree on. The 
British are doing a better job in their handling 
of diplomatic and economic missions than are 
we. This is not the fault of the senators. It 
is the fault of a long-established American 
tradition which has demanded modest delega- 
tions from our State Department. Otherwise, 
it was believed, and perhaps correctly, the tax- 
payers and some blatherskite in congress it- 
self, would make trouble and embarrassment 
were we to send delegations on the English 
scale, 


It was unfortunate that Mr. Churchill com- 
mented, even indirectly, although he did so in 
jest. This merely supplied the isolationist 
press and the lunatic fringe about it, with a 
bone about which to caterwaul. We hope 
Senator Russell will not fall into their trap 
with a speech of criticism. 


Georgia’s junior senator has done an ex- 
cellent job. He can stand on it and work 
toward a correction of the few faults found 
and do another good job. If he can sell his 
fellows on more understanding of the neces- 
sity for adequate and able economic and dip- 
lomatic commissions he will do still another 
great service for his country. 


Share. Your Home 

A survey just completed shows there are 
fewer homes and fewer rooms for rent in At- 
lanta than ever before in its history. The per- 
centage of space available is reported as 1.1. 
Housing officials know that when the percen- 
tage drops below 5 per cent the situation is 
critical. The Atlanta problem is acute. 


The Bell Bomber plant has not nearly 
reached its peak of employment. All Atlantans 
who can possibly do so are urged to see if they 
cannot arrange a room, or rooms or an apart- 
ment for rent. Room must be found to house 
those persons who will come here to work in 
war plants which are among the most vital in 
the entire war program. 


Progressive Farm Boy 

The often-repeated phrase that there is no 
future on the farm for a boy of today has been 
refuted times without number, and emphatical- 
ly in the case of Jimmy Johnson, of Jackson 
county, Georgia, who is accredited with making 
his county a leader in the production of pure- 
bred beef cattle of the Aberdeen-Angus strain. 


Five years ago Jimmy, who had never seen 
any Aberdeen-Angus cattle except in pictures, 
decided to begin to raise that breed in a small 
way, and aided financially by his father and 
with the advice of his vocational agricultural 
teacher, purchased a bull and two heifers for 
his project. From that small beginning he has 
built up a herd of one hundred and fifty ani- 
mals. His sales have doubled the amount of his 
original investment, and he has a collection of 
ribbons representing his winnings at various 
fairs and livestock exhibitions. In the Jeffer- 
son community alone there are six purebred 
herds, totaling .400 head, all the result of his 
progressive ideas and success in cattle produc- 
tion. 


In 1940 Jimmy’s father died, leaving opera- 
tion of his 1,200-acre farm to Jimmy and his 
brother, Joe. In managing the farm the two 
boys have developed 200 acres of permanent 
pasture on land that was formerly mostly red 
clay gullies and scrub pine woods, and this year 
their barns are bulging with hay and grain. 
They have 400 tons of silage after selling 
twenty tons. Hogs, poultry, fruits, vegetables 
and cotton complete their well-rounded diver-

“Cheap daisies,” 
as the Georgia Negroes used to 
call them, lifted small white faces 
into the growing darkness.

Slated for abolishment in one 
of the first reform steps to be 
taken by Director of Corrections 
Wiley Moore, the 13 state highway 
prison camps cost Georgia $173,579 
for employed officials alone dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1943, the state auditor’s re 


port shows. This did not include 
the upkeep of the prisoners. 

Moore will confer with High- 
way Director Ryburn Clay and 
Chief Engineer George McDonald 
at 10 a. m. tomorrow on plans 
for closing the camps. He indi- 
cated the camps may be closed 
one at a time as they complete 
their present road jobs. To speed 
closing of all the camps Moore 
may shift convicts from camps 
finishing their projects to help 
those camps having several weeks’ 
work ahead of them. 


Following his conference with 
highway officials, the new director 
of corrections will make his first 
visit to Tattnall prison tomorrow. 
He will study a survey of agri- 
cultural possibilities made during 
the past week by Hugh Milner, 
newly appointed aide. 


There were 371 workers em- 
ployed on the highway camps 
during the fiscal year. Of this 
number, 218 were wardens, assist- 
ant wardens and guards employed 
to watch the convict laborers. 
Seventeen physiciins were paid 
to look after the health of the 
prisoners, Other employes were 
foremen, mechanics, truck opera- 
tors, shovel operators, clerks and 
blacksmiths. 

Highway Director Clay, who 
asked abolition of the camps dur- 
ing a prison investigation, said his 
department could build and main- 
tain roads more economical with 
free labor paid on contracts than 
through convict labor.

EGRETTABLE and, I am afraid, in- 

creasingly typical is this episode 

which I encountered lately: Into a 
market came Mrs. X. Her children are all 
overseas -— her sons, pilots; her daughter, 
a Navy nurse. Her husband, who is a con- 
sultant on chemicals, travels unceasingly 
from war plant to war plant. For one of 
his rare week ends, Mrs. X had been sav- 
ing her meat coupons. So she asked at the 
. butcher counter if she could get a roast — 
beef preferably. 

“Well, lady,” he said testily, “beef is 
something ‘we haven’i got; haven’t had for 
weeks. We’re sending it to our boys, you 
know . . . or maybe you don’t know there’s 
awaron.” — 

Very quietly, Mrs. X looked at him. 
“Oh yes,” she said gravely, “I know 
there’s a war on — quite possibly even 
better than you do.”’ 

There was a quality in her bearing and 
in her voice that impressed him in a way 
he would never forget. 

I, too, would like to say quietly: Cer- 
tainly we know there is a war. And we are 
willing to do everything we can about it. 


Bur that phrase of rebuke and challenge, 
“Don’t you know there’s a war on?” 


ers complain that they seem to be always 
wrong — just because they are customers; 
and that the war has bred unnecessary 
discourtesies and tensions between seller 
and buyer. : 

Never before — so far as I can remem- 
ber — has there been anything like the

Yes, Americans DO know it — and they have 
become weary of this insulting question.

epidemic of rudeness that now seems to 
be spreading among those hitherto most 
courteous of persons: managers, sales 


‘clerks, even proprietors. 


My mail is heavy with appeals from 
customers who ask: ““Will you please write 
something against this growing rudeness?” 
Customers — and we are all somebody’s 
customers — say that they are literally 
beginning to be afraid to ask a waiter 
for the bread he forgot, or a sales person 
for ordinary household supplies. It is 
clear that this new discourtesy has been 
piling nerve strain on nerve strain. 

A letter now on my desk tells me: “‘I 
dread having to go into a store because 
I have to ask, as though I were a sup- 
pliant: ‘Could I possibly get — ’ what- 
ever it is I have come for. I am quite 
ready to be told things are unobtain- 
able because of the war; I also have a 
good deal of sympathy for the store 
owner who is unable to restock his 
depleted shelves. I am sorry. Yet it 
is no fault of mine, either, and what 
I resent is being made to feel like a 
beggar —if not a criminal — be- 
cause I must at least ask if I can 
get what my family needs.” 

These are unwholesome conflicts 
that make the successful waging or our 
home-front battle more difficult. Their 
origin is twofold: customers are often un- 
reasonable; sellers are often unhelpful, or 
worse. So let us begin realizing that these 
are harassing times for all of us — sellers 
and customers alike. Rudeness will not 
help a proprietor to fill up vacant shelves 
or a buyer to procure what at the moment 
simply does not exist. But self-control and 


politeness will ease strain on ourselves and 
others .. . will constitute a real contribu- 
tion to the war effort. It is that “‘little 
more”’ which we can and should give. 


So. TO customers I would say: Be mind- 
ful of the plight of the proprietor. He is 
handicapped by shortages as well as by 
the loss of trained employees. He cannot 
keep up the quality of his store or res- 
taurant. He is often plagued with “sam- 
pling shoppers” who go from store to 
store . . . with others perpetually in a haze 
about which coupon should be used ... 
customers all pleading: “Surely, Mr. Smith, 
you can get me this or that!”’ 

But he can’t! And empty shelves inten- 
sify his-private worries over family and 
finances. It is, perhaps, no wonder that he 
is jumpy, nervous, or even that he asks: 
“Don’t you know there is a war on?” 

But to proprietors let me speak 
one word of warning:-Be careful 
how you use that easy, overworked 
phrase. Our sons and husbands and 
brothers — even our daughters — 
are in battle dress all over the 
world. Our very hearts tell us about 
the war every hour of every day. 
And we are grateful to the people 

at home who are kind and mannerly, 
who have the will to help even when 
they lack the means. As customers, we 
appreciate deeply those of you who are 
doing the best for us in every way they 
can. 
Yes, we know there is a war on — our 
war. We can win it quicker if we all'help 
each other with patience, with pleasant- 
ness — with courtesy.

She 
has been called on for advice by many gov- 
ernment agencies, including various bu- 
reaus of the War and Navy Departments. 


WE NOMINATE for the best, briefest 
speech of the war the one made by Maj. 
Gen. Ira Eaker when he arrived in Eng- 
land to take command of the hard-hitting 
Eighth U.S. Air Force: 

“‘We won’t do much talking until we’ve 
done more fighting. We hope that when 
we leave you’ll be glad we came.”

He’s “Uncle” to her. Hundreds of war orphans get “‘jam on their bread” from our fighters 
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more than that it is the story of their 

new uncles — American soldiers, grasp- 
ing hungrily the opportunity to be family 
men again; warming their hearts on the love 
and affection and gratitude of little children. 
I think it will answer a lot of questions Ameri- 
can parents are asking about their soldier 
sons. 
As Exhibit A, I give you a soldier whom I 
shall simply call Joe. Joe is just about the 
roughest, toughest fighting man that you 
could hope to meet — if you take him at his 
own estimate. With his service cap cocked on 
one side of his curly head, and his face 
screwed up in what he imagines to be a hard- 
boiled scowl, he loves to talk in blbod-and- 
guts detail about what he’ll do to the Nazis 
when he gets his crack at them. To hear him, 
you would think that he was the fulfillment 
of all the fears of folks back home about the 
brutalizing effects of war. 

But you should have seen him the day 
little Jeanie came to camp. Jeanie is a dark- 
haired, sparkling-eyed four-year-old to whom 
he and the rest of his outfit serve as “‘uncles.”’ 
Joe trotted her on his knee. He talked babv- 
talk to her. He hoisted her on his shoul- 
ders and rode her piggy-back into the 
Post Exchange to buy candy. He held her 
on his lap at the movies and waved and 
threw kisses when she finally had to leave. 

And that was more than a tip-off on Joe 
alone. It was typical of the whole outfit. 

Joe and the rest of the men in his outfit 
are that little girl's official uncles by virtue 
of having dug deep into their pockets to raise 
the money that will assure her the little extras 
above a bare subsistence — “‘the jam oa her 
bread’’ — for five years.

get the biggest kick out of being uncles. 

Few of them are satisfied with merely send- 
ing in their money. They want to play uncle 
much more fully than that. And they do. 
When a unit contributes a hundred pounds 
— about $400 — the men may have an or- 
phan of their own to suit their taste. Four 
hundred dollars is the amount that the 
Red Cross estimates will give the young- 
ster “‘the jam on his bread” for five years. 

Two Red Cross workers, Ruth Musgrave, 
of Bloomfield Hills, Mich., and Fern Maddox, 
of Washington, D. C., help the “Stars and 
Stripes”’ select the children to be helped; and 
they have had to comb the British Isles for 
blue-eyed blondes to fit the traditional Ameri- 
can masculine preference. However, enough 
outfits have asked for brunettes or he-man 
boys to make the sponsored nieces and 
nephews a fairly representative collection of 
war orphans. 


Just Money Isn’t Enough 


HE sponsoring outfits get photographs 
and monthly reports, but that is far from 
enough to satisfy most of them. They want 
to see “their kid,”” and Miss Musgrave and 
Miss Maddox are kept busy every Sunday 
taking youngsters to visit their uncles. And 


in the traditional manner of favorite uncles, ’ 


the men almost always fish into their pockets 
for an extra 10 pounds or so to buy a new out- 
fit or some other special present for the 
youngster 


At one bomber base, 26 enlisted men who 
had become uncles of a lad named Douglas 
couldn’t let his seventh birthday go by with- 
out a special celebration at their airfield. It 
meant a trip. from Scotland for Douglas and 
his mother and sister. They all stayed at a 
London hotel, and while Douglas went to 
camp, his mother and sister went to the 
theater — all bills footed by the outfit. For 
Douglas, there was one of the finest meals 


that ever came out of a mess kitchen, topped 
off with plenty of ice cream — and a fine 
chocolate cake so enormous that it provided 
an ample slice for Douglas and every one of 
his 26 uncles. 

Douglas was wearing his best — white shorts 
and a blue-striped 
blazer. It was pic- 
turesque, but his 
uncles fancied him 
in a Scottish tartan, 
so then and there 
they collected cash 
for Douglas to have 
his own kilt. And 
when he left that 
night, he not only 
had armfuls of 
cookies, candy and 
fruit juice, but a 
bicycle! 

Yes, they all get 
a great kick out of 
being uncles. You 
see, they are still 
the same sort of 
men they were be- 
fore they donned 
uniforms and ac- 
quired guns. They still have that tenderness 
that makes the difference between our kind 
of human beings and military monsters. 

After an Aviation Engineering Battalion 
had contributed enough to sponsor a child, 
two of the battalion’s companies decided that 
they were spreading themselves too thin, 
and that they each wanted a little girl of 
their own. So Company A got together an- 
other hundred pounds to sponsor Patricia, 
and Company B did likewise for Joan. 


Meet Patricia 


P ATRICIA is eight. She lives in the Stepney 
area of London, where jagged gaps in drab 
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Europe’s kids will remember the 
Yanks long after the war is over 


little streets furnish a continual reminder of 
the way her father, the foreman in a printing 
establishment, met his death in London’s 
blitz. The bomb which killed him demolished 
completely the family’s small house while 
his three little girls and their mother crouched 
in the Anderson shelter in back. When the 
‘‘all-clear’’ blew, the fatherless family 
had nothing at all. The bomb had reduced 
their home and everything in it to rubble. 

Joan, a Scottish lass, is five. The death of 
her father, a flight sergeant who had won his 
Distinguished Flying Medal after 35 opera- 
tional flights, left her mother, who had never 
been robust, suffering severely from shock, 
and with the added worry of trying to make 
both ends meet on her pension of about 
eight dollars a week. _ 

The Sunday that Joan and Patricia came 
to camp, Joan who is as big as a minute and 
just about as quick, 
was bubbling over 
with the important 
news that she had a 
brand-new baby 
brother — born 
eight months after 
her father’s death. 
Dressed in a brief 
little kilt, short coat 
and tam o’ shanter, 
she took to her com- 
pany of new uncles 
as if she had known 
them all her life. 

At dinner she 
packed away a G.I. 
portion of roast 
pork, sweet potato, 
string beans, both 
pineapple ‘and 
cherry pie, and 
then demanded her 
“‘sweet.”” When the meal had been cleared 
away she danced the Highland fling down the 
entire length of the mess table, stopping at 
scattered points to exchange a word or two 
with any soldier who particularly caught her 
fancy. 

Patricia was different. She had been per- 
sonally acquainted with war, and you could 
see it in her reticent, serious face, in the quiet 
depths of her brown eyes. The men under- 
stood. Instead of giving her a boisterous wel- 
come, they chatted with her gently and 
seriously. In five minutes, she was won 
over completely, trooping off to the mess 


hall hand-in-hand with the first sergeant, 
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and giggling at the jokes of the men 
around her. 

Both Company A and Company B made 
their nieces first sergeants — warrant, chey- 
rons and all. The genuine, full-time top-kick 
of Company A was plenty unnerved when 
confronted with an order assigning him to two 
hours of K.P. duty. The rest of the boys had 
persuaded Patricia to sign it. 

An Eighth Air Force Bombardment Group 
Headquarters and a Service Squadron are, 
between them, sponsoring twins. Robert and 
William are a bit too young to have parties, 
but their uncles feel good to know that they 
are getting plenty of cod-liver oil and warm 
clothing, and that Robert, who isn’t as healthy 
as his brother, gets the special medicines that 
he needs. They feel particularly attached to 
Robert and William because of the story 
behind them. 


Tragedy of Two Wars 


I: GOES back to 1916, when an Austrian 
soldier was killed in action, leaving a widow 
and four little children nearly penniless. The 
smallest child was only a few weeks old. 
Growing up in poverty in Vienna, she was a 
young woman in 1938, when the Nazi mili- 
tary machine began to move. She fled to 
London, got a job in a millinery shop, and 
two years later married another refugee from 
Nazi tyranny, a sergeant in a Czech squad- 
ron of the R.A.F. The twin boys were born 
to that union just six weeks after the sergeant 
was killed. 

**I don’t know much about this ‘family 
of nations’ stuff,”’ said one of the soldiers 
sponsoring the twins, “‘but if Bob and 
Bill can’t be Americans, they sure rate 
American uncles.”’ 

There are lots of British children now who 
chew gum with the casualness of a native 
American; there are London kids who will 
argue the merits of the Brooklyn Dodgers 
with all comers; there are boys in the Belfast 
slums whose familiarity with jeeps is regarded 
with awe by their companions; and there are 
little girls all over the British Isles who are 
proud of their place in the heart of an Ameri- 
can regiment. 

There are hundreds of orphans, and there 
will be hundreds more, who will remember 
their American uncles with fondness and 
gratitude long after the American Army has 
all gone back home. 

It’s a tough, fighting Army — which loves 
to make kids happy.

Picking His Course 


Ir A man’s record indicates that 
he’s potentially eligible, he’s called 
before an A.S.T.P. Field Selection 
Board sometime durihg his basic 
military training. If he gets by this, 
off he goes to a Specialized Training 
and Reassignment(STAR) Unit.Here 
another board decides on whether

Army’s needs and his own aptitudes. 

Suppose, however, that you're a 
young fellow in high school not 
old enough for the draft. You'd like 
to go to college, but you'd like to 
serve your country too. If you've 
reached your seventeenth birthday 
you can take the Army’s pre-induc- 
tion exam which is designed to 
indicate your qualifications. These 
tests are given at nearly all high 
schools and colleges. The next one, 
a test of general education, will occur 
November 9. Those who receive an 
acceptable score in those tests are 
eligible to be candidates for military 
scholarships under the Army Spe- 
cialized Training Reserve Program. 
These scholarships entitle the 17- 
year-olds to become A.S.T.P. reserv-

They are called to active duty at 
the end of the term in which they 
reach their eighteenth birthday.

Men between 18 and 22 who still 
have not been called into the Army 
can assure themselves of getting 
special consideration for A.S.T.P. 
training after their induction. To do 
this they must qualify in the same 
test given to 17-year-olds. 

Right now there are probably 
150,000 soldiers, men from all 
sorts of families, picked solely on 
their merits, attending university 
classes throughout the country. 
They are on active duty and the life 

they lead is strictly military. 

Some of these men are taking 
courses which will last from 
three months to almost two 
years. The Army says you can 
train an engineering specialist 
in that time. Prospective doc- 
tors adhere to the standard cur- 
riculum, which takes somewhat 
longer. At the end of each 12 
weeks, the university reports 
to the Army on the progress 
of each. student. Those who 
haven't passed the exams go 
back to other duty.

Arter a soldier has completed 

his A.S.T.P. training, he is as- 

eigned to a troop unit in his 

specialized field. If he has the 

necessary qualities of leader- 
ship, he may be recommended as a 
technical non-com, or for an Officer 
Candidate School. 

The A.S.T.P. has proved to be a 
solution for several critical problems. 
The Army, suffering from a lack of 
technicians, has built itself a replen- 
ishing source of supply. Colleges that 
were threatened by depleted enroil- 
ments are able to carry on. Educators 
are certain the program has given a 
new purposefulness to higher learn- 
ing. And the soldiers themselves . . . 
Well, listen to Private Bill Collins of 
China Grove, N. C. 

“The Army’s sending me to Har- 
vard,”’ says Bill. “Can you imagine 
me going to Harvard as a civilian? I 
used to work at a filling station for 
fifteen bucks a week.’’

FIRST saw Barton in Hawaii at 
the Naval Air Station, his ebony 
face shining as he scurried from 
table to table in the mess hall.

This 
winter they will stretch a food 
supply that threatens to be short 
in fresh vegetables and in protein

calories. Because soybean sprouts 
are a fresh vegetable, because they 
have a caloric value that ts just a 


‘little less than that of potatoes 
and because an ounce of soybean 


sprouts contains 
3¢ as much pro- 
tem as an ounce 
of lean meat, 
they can make 
up these short- 
ages — and taste 
good, too. 


Sprout Easily 


Tix sprouts can 
be bought by the 
pound in a Chi- 
nese grocery 
store. Now that 
they are becom- 
ing familiar on 
menus and in reci- 
pes, some delica- 
tessen shops have 
started sprouting 
the beans and 
selling them. 

But the beans can be easily 
sprouted at home in a cool place 
in the kitchen — in a milk bottle, 
in a flower pot, on a wet cheese- 
cloth, on a board floated in water, 
or in a loose cloth bag. The beans 
must be washed and then soaked 


them by the pound ,

overnight in water to cover. Then 
dissolve one teaspoon chlorinated 
lime in three gallons of water and 
keep in a stock bottle. Sprinkle 
the beans several times a day with 
this solution. To keep the sprouts 
white, cover the container used for 
sprouting with cardboard. In five 
days the beans will be sprouted. 
And there will be plenty of bean 
itself left. The sprout and the 
attached bean should be cooked 
together. Ten to 20 minutes in a 
small amount of boiling water 
cooks them tender. 


Tasty Meat Stretcher 


Bean sprouts combine well with 
meat. They combine well with 
green or crisp vegetables, with 
onions and garlic and herbs. They 
combine well with eggs and with 
bread. But they do not blend well 
with potatoes, noodles or rice 
unless these foods be fried crisp.
